n e w YORK, April 4.— The U. S. S. Akron, la rgest 
airship in the world, crashed in fla mes at sea early toda y 
with 7 6 men. 
Ten hours later only four of those men had been 
found and one of them wa s dead, ma king this appa rently 
by fa r the grea test disaster in the whole history of lighter- 
than-air flight, a history which has been spotted by nu­ 
merous major tra gedies. 
The Akron wa s ca ught in a violent electrical storm 
shortly a fter midnight 25 miles out from the sand dunes ot 
the J ersey coast in the region of Barnegat. 
The coast guard station at Asbury Park, N. J ., report­ 
ed receiving S. O. S. signals from the Akron, but the air 
wa s filled with static and they were not heard elsewhere. 
The German ta nker Phoebus sa w a fla re in the darkness. 
Presuma bly the Akron wa s struck by lightning and set 
a fire, and so the navy reported to President Roosevelt. 
Among the missing wa s Admiral William A. M oliitt, 
chief of the navy \s bureau of aeronautics. 
Among the res­ 
cued wa s Lieut. Commander H. V. W iley , ex ecutive officer 
of the Akron. 
The others rescued were enlisted members 
of the crew, as wa s the man whose body wa s recovered. 
The others rescued were Moody E. Erwin and Richard E. 
Dea l. 
The dead man wa s Robert W. Copeland, chic'f radio 
operator on the Akron. 
The coast guard destroy er Tucker, a fter a ba ndoning 
hope of finding further survivors, started for the Brookly n 
na vy y ard with the body of the dead man and' the sur­ 
vivors. 
A wireless call wa s sent a hea d to have an ambu­ 
la nce ready for the injured. 
The tra gedy occurred in the worst of fly ing wea ther. 
Besides the peril of the electric disturbances, visibility wa s 
ex ceptiona lly poor and the fly ing ceiling wa s close to sea 
level. 
Communication concerning rescue eflorts wa s hinder­ 
ed by continuing static. 
Third naval district headquarters 
in N ew York reported tha t all wireless receivers there 
‘V e n t dea d’' about the time of the crash and remained out 
of commission for a considerable period. 
At Lakehurst, N. J ., home port of the Akron, at 
W a shington, and in other scattered regions the relatives 
and friends of the missing airmen hoped a ga inst wa ning 
hope tha t some word of further rescues would come from 
the stormy sea.

Late this morning the cutter Champlain reported re­ 
ceiving a wireless from Commander W iley sa y ing “ a dvis­ 
a ble not to request sta tement until la ter.”

About the same time as this messa ge from Wiley , 
coast guard headtiuarters received a wireless reporting 
tha t the ta nker Phoebus, which took aboard the four men 
found and then turned them over to the Tucker, had re­ 
sumed its voy age.

DR. CLENDENING TELLS ABOUT 
MEATS AND BEST METHODS 
OF COOKING SAME 


Meat co nsists of three tissues— 
muscle, fiber, co nneciiv e tl.ssue and 
fai. The tenderness or toughiies.s of 
the meat depends on the compara­ 
tiv e amount of muscle tissue and 
co nnectiv e tissue. 
Muscle 
fibers 
are 
solutions 
of 
salts, Vitamins A and B tand .some­ 
times other v ita mins) and proteins. 
There is also a small amount of 
sugar in the form of glyco gen and 
dextrose in meat. 
During 
storing 
certain 
changes 
take place in meat, which greatly 
a ffect 
the 
flav or and 
tenderness. 
Soon a fter the a nima l’s death the 
muscles become hard, due to rigor 
mo rtis—a coagulation of some of 
the proteins. As the meat is kept, 
this 
wears off and for that 
rea­ 
son, hung meat or stored meat is 
more desirable than fresh meat. Be­ 
sides this change, more sugar is 
formed in the meat in the process 
of storing, and certain products call­ 
ed “ extra ctiv es” form slowly, which 
giv e the meat much of its flav or. 
In cooking m ea t,, the amount of 
co nnectiv e tissue sliould determine 
the method of cooking. 
The two co nneciiv e tissues pre­ 
sent in meat are named “ ela stln” 
and “ co lla gen” . The tougher meats 
contain larger a mounts of elastin, 
and ela stin is much more insoluble j 
in water and much less easily brok­ 
en 
up 
than 
collagen. 
Thus, 
beef 
shank 
contains 
nearly 
twice 
as 
much elastin as collagen, while rib 
beef contains a little more collagen 
than elastin. Thus, the cut of the 
meat, as the experienced housewife 
knows, determines v ery largely how’ 
it should be cooked. 
There are two gneral methods of 
cooking mea t—by 
dry 
heat 
and 
moist 
heat. 
Other 
things 
being 
equal, if the cut of meat is tender, 
dry cooking results in a much more 
delicious dish. With dry heat, the 
meat being exposed to a v ery high 
temperature, the outside fibers of 
the meat are coagulated. This prac­ 
tica lly results in forming a sort of 
rubber co v ering for the entire cut 
and the inside 
fibers 
heat 
more 
slowly. 
While the coagulated cov ­ 
ering keeps the juices and flav oring 
extracts which are produced by the 
process, intact. 
Thus, while dry cooking makes a 
tougher meat, it is more palatable 
on account of the creation of the 
flav oring extractiv es. 
Moist hea ting will make nearly 
any cut of meat tender, if carried 
on long enough. Both the connec­ 
tiv e tissues, ela stin and 
collagen, 
are broken up, collagen being con­ 
v erted to gelatin by hot water. The 
addition of acid to the water helps 
to break up the elastin. For this 
reason, v inega r often is added to 
the pot.
